All intercollegiate athletics, with the 
single exception of the girl’s basketball 
game tomorrow, was suspended im- 
mediately by the action of the Facul- 
ty Committee on Student AcUvlties 
on Monday and the President’s Coun- 
cil on Tuesday. This was caused by 
[the state of war with Germany, and 
is in accord with the action of other 
large colleges of the country. 

The two sports immediately affected 
are tennis and track, as the girls* bas- 
ketball season ends toiUorrow. The 
track team bad planned to enter the 
Maryland State College meet and the 
Penn, relays, while Manager Fadeley 
of the tennis team had a big schedule 
mapped out. 

Cancels Marthall Contract 
This action will also have the effect 
of suspending athletics for next year, 

next year. This was made possible by 
a “war clause” which provided for the 
present emergency. 

BuspensioB of intercollegiate ath- 
letics will not affect the interdepart- 
mental baseball league In which the 
first of four doubleheaders will be 
played on the White Lot tomorrow. 

Resume After War

Juniors May Start Senior Work in 
Juno — Professors in Medical 
Reserve Corps 


Seventeen seniors of the Medical 
School haye taken their final exam- 
inations and will soon be commis- 
sioned as Assistant Surgeons in the 
United States Navy, as a result of 
the war. 

Each of these men has made an 
average of '86 per cent or over in 
his four years of study and will have 
only tb pass tbe physical examination 
In order to receive his commission. 
They will be sent to the Naval Miedi- 
cal School on May 1 to receive a few 
months of training before being de- 
tailed to active service. 

A special certificate of graduation 
will 4m given these men. for they 
must be graduates of a medical school 
heiPore they can enter the Naval 
School. They will not receive their 
diplomas from G. W« until June be- 
cause of a rule which prohibits a med- 
ical student from receiving a dlplma 
until he has attended a medical school 
four years of ^^t months each.

Truttc«t, Fi^cultlet and Student Coun- 
cil Adopt Meaeuree Before War 
Declaration 

In Quick succenslon on April 3, the 
•day before war was declared, the 
Board of Trustees, the faculties of 
the various departments, and the Stu- 
dent Council adopted patriotic resolu- 
tions pledging the help of the Univer- 
sity In the military work of the na- 
tion. Special meetings of the trustees 
.*and the faculty were called by Presi- 
dent Stockton for that purpose. 

The resolutions were: 

•*1. “V^ereas during the last two 
Tears our country and our citizens 
■have suffered increasing humiliation 
And injuries without redress from the 
govemmimt and ofDclals of Oermanv 
in violation of the tenets of Interna- 
tional law, the ordinary rules of hu- 
manity, the comity of nations and the 
rights of our cltzens upon the high 
seas, and, 

“Whereas it is a primary and ex- 
xiluslve duty of a nation to protect its 
citizens and their lives and property 
Afloat and ashore, therefore, 

“Be it resolved that we call upon 
the Senators and Representatives in 
Congress assembled to take such ac- 
tion as will insure freedom to our cit- 
izens to go and come with safety 
upon the high seas and to carry on 
their lawful commerce. 

“Be it also resolved that to further 
such objects and to protect our ter- 
ritorj' we ask. that effective measures 
he taken to raise, equip and train our 
land and sea forces in suflicient num- 
ber and in a manner that will be equal 
and just to all. 

“Be it ' further resolved that Tre ap- 
prove and endorse the message yes- 
lerdav submitted to the Congress by 
the President of the United States, 
and pledge to him as Commander-in- 
Chlef of the Army and Navy our loyal 
support tn the due execution of his 
office and' in his endeavors to guard 
the interests and Inte^ty of our 
country. 

“2. Resolved that In the existing 
national emergency the President of 
the University 1« empowered to fur- 
ther In every practicable manner the 
movements , of the students towards 
aervlng* their country in effective and 
proper ways."

It was one of the hopes of George 
Washington, from the founding of the i,, 
capital to this city, that Congress \f 
might see fit to establish here a great jp 
national University. But Congress „□ 
doubted Its authority and failed to t< 
take Action. V 

In 1817, Just one hundred years ago, tl 
the Rev. Lutfier Rice, a missionary, si 
was so impressed with the capital as ii 
a possible educational center that he 
started a movement for founding a 
college here. A charter was obtained « 
In 1821 with the encouragement of 
President Monroe, establishing “The 
Columbian College in the District of ^ 
Columbia.” A lot on College Hill. ^ 
afterward Columbia Heights, coinpris- - 
ing 46 acres between Florida avenue 
and Columbia road, was purchased for j 
$7,000. This amount was raised among j 
the citisens 6 f Washington. Includ- . 
Ing John Quincy Adams, William H. ^ 
Crawford aTid John C. Calhoun, mem- 
bers of President Monroe's cabinet. ^ 
and thirty-two members of Congress. ^ 
The college was formally opened . 
January 9, 1822, for theological and 
classical studies, with Rev. William 
Stoughton, D. D.. as President, and ^ 
thirty-nine students in attendance. The ^ 
first college building was completed ^ 
in the same year. During the next . 
I five years departments of Medicine, 
Law, and Philosophy were added to ^ 
the others. t 

At the first commencement of the 
College, held on December 16, 1824. 
three men were graduated. There

taries of State, War, and Navy, lead-

The growth of the new college was 
steady until the time of the Civil
